Will The Junior Rose Bowl Wilt? 


Next weekend the California Junior 
College Association will make the most 
important decision in the history of junior 


college football. 


The state administrators will decide 
the future of the post season bowl games 
when they vote on a resolution that would 
set-up a three round state playoff of con- 


ference champions. 


If the measure passes it will alter 
greatly or eliminate completely the Pasa- 
dena Junior Rose Bowl. As head football 
coach Dick Gorrie says, ‘“‘Without Califor- 
nia teams the Bow] just wouldn’t be able 


to draw a crowd.” 


It is indeed unfortunate that this pro- 
posal has come to a head. It is a difficult 
reso'ution to oppose because the reason 
for it is not philosophical but economical. 
A junior college glories in the prestige of a 
Junior Rose Bowl victory, but suffers the 
loss of $2,000 to $3,000 in the process. Un- 
der such circumstances it is no wonder 
that coaches and administrators have 
come to ask the question “At What Price 


Glory?” 


For example, in 1949, when SAC lost 
to Little Rock, Arkansas 25-19 it took 
home a $5,000 profit, yet total receipts 
were higher for the ’62 contest.

Dr. Fikes Deemed Guilty 
()f Intellectual ‘Crimes’

“Oh, for the love of Fikes.’ 

That was the prevailing mood 
last Friday afternoon when the 
Santa Ana College impromptu 
Mutual Admiration Society held 
a mock court trial and found 
speech instructor Dr. JC Fikes 
guilty of “crimes” contributing 
to the intellectual growth.of stu- 
dents. 

Not by coincidence, the trial 
fell on the “court” calendar a day 
before Dr. Fikes’ 40th birthday. 

SPEEDING CHARGE 

Escorted to court (the student 
lounge) by a special El Toro 
Marine Guard detail, Fikes heard 
seven defendents (past and pres- 
ent students) testify on specific 
charges of “speeding” his stu- 
dents into self-involvement in the 
academic world and “disturbing 
the: peace” of mind of students. 

Witnesses included SAC phil- 
osophy instructor Dr. James 
Christian; Cal State at Fullerton 
professor,. Mrs. Mary Hayden; 
Warrant Officer J. J. Johnson, 
El Toro; and four other students. 

UNFAIR TO SOCIETY 

Johnson told the tribunal and 
audience, “Dr. Fikes arrived at 
El Toro two hours before class 
for the express purpose of giving 
help. This is unfair to society. No 
other teacher would do this. He 


even came out on weekends. How 
ridiculous can you get.” 

For the record, Dr. Fikes has 
taught at SAC since 1957, and 
for the last five years has in- 
structed various courses on the 
El Toro base. He has a wife and 
son, Jay Courtney, 14, and re- 
sides in Costa Mesa. 

A tribunal comprised of SAC 
student body president Dave 
Whitney, Dan Wooldridge and 
Mike Krisman, after a deliberate 
10-15 second deliberation, deliv- 
ered the verdict: 

PRISON SENTENCE 

“We sentence (Dr. Fikes) to 
the same prison inhabited by Soc- 
rates, Emerson and Gandhi. We 
further rule that he must read 
and answer each birthday card 
... and accept this bust of Aris- 
totle.’”’ 

Fikes was solemn as the verdict 
was read although his attorney, 
student Jerry Burns, revealed a 
smirk of laughter. Before the 
“packed court” (about 100 in- 
structors and students) was ad- 
journed, the tribunal announced 
the establishment of a Dr. JC 
Fikes scholarship award. 

It will be conferred on a trans- 
ferring student each June “who 
has contributed to the intellectual 
growth of the campus.” A large 
cake was cut to commemorate the 
occasion.

Thomas Wright, math instruc- 
tor at SAC said, “Next fall we 
are offering a course in math 
programming for science and en- 
gineering students.” 

UNLIMITED POSSIBILITIES 

“Possibilities are unlimited in 
this field,” he continued, ‘Right 
now we’re working on foreign 
languages. An English word is 
given to the computer, and it 
translates to Spanish, or vice 
versa. We have a Spanish and 
English vocabulary of about 2500 
words at present.”
